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“That No Man Might Buy or Sell 
Save He that Had the Mark” 


HESE are the days when it behooves Christian people 

to keep themselves intimately familiar with the prophe- 
cies and forecasts of the biblical New Testament. It particu- 
larly behooves Christian people to keep themselves familiar 
with the Book of Revelations. For the Book of Revela- 
tions—so we have ample cause to infer—has endured 
throughout the ages to advise us specifically of the times 
in which we live. 

As evidence that the Book of Revelations treats specifical- 
ly of the tumults now upon us, let us strive to interpret 
Chapters Twelve and Thirteen. There are definite symbol- 
isms and identifications in Chapters Twelve and Thirteen, 
the current significance of which we should by no means fail 
to recognize. 

Let us consider them sanely, therefore, without trying 
to rationalize, and discover whether the prophet did, or did 
not, paint in the most clarified terms, exactly what we must 
still expect to see transpire before this period of world upset 
is brought to its close. 

It is generally conceded, we think, 
that the Book of Revelation records 
happenings that were to transpire when 
the great Gospel Age had come to its 
end. Because so many people do not 
understand correctly what “the Gos- 
pel Age” meant, let us consider it a mo- 
ment before drawing certain inferences 
from the Book of Revelation. 


ONTRARY to the notions of mas- 
ses of Christians, the Gospel Age 
seems not to have been an age of con- 
verting the earth’s populace to Christ- 
ianity. The Master Himself definitely 
stated to His disciples and followers: 


“Go ye into the world and preach the gospel as a witness to 
all nations.” Later He added: “And then shall I come!” 


È OTHER words, they were to go into life, and remain in 
life, preaching the gospel—or the cosmic significance of 
the Christ Message—to all nations, as evidence of its ef- 
ficacy to solve the world’s ills, as well as to demonstrate how 
the private life and character could evolve and flower by 
embracing it, as evinced by the lives and characters of those 
who thus came preaching. 

It was to be a sort of exposition period, we might put it, 
preceding the real converting of the earth to Christianity 
under the personal supervision of its founder, Himself. 

It was to be the Great Elimination Period also, in which 
those whose characters were not compatible with the Chris- 
tian Message in its essence, and who therefore were not eligi- 
ble to the beauties and benefits of the Age of Utter Right- 
eousness, were to be identified. Those who had shown them- 
selves under actual living conditions over the generations 
to be temperamentally in affinity with 
the Christ principles and precepts— 
that is, to use theological jargon, those 
who had “accepted” Him—were to be 
selected for places of honor and re- 
sponsibility under the new dispensation 
in human affairs and “reign with Him 
for a thousand years.” Those mot in 
harmony with the principles and pre- 
cepts of the Christ Order were to go 
their own way into what has been called 
theologically “everlasting darkness,” or 
as those of us call it who are adepts in 
the cosmic principles involved, “ever- 
lasting namelessness” or loss of self- 
awareness, 
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Now into this circumstance enters another mystery that 
lamentably enough has made skeptics, agnostics, and atheists 
by the thousands and tens of thousands. 

Millions of people have adjudged Christianity solely on 
what they have found in the New Testament gospels—or 
from the debatable manner in which professing lip-Chris- 
tians have conducted themselves during this Gospel Age 
period, in front of their critical fellows. 

In other words, they have thought that all which Christ 
preached and taught is in the Four Gospels and anything else 
must be apocryphal fabrication. They do not know of the 
wholesale deletings and omittings which were carried on 
with malice aforethought during the early years of the so- 
called Christian Church. If they could have had 
access to the complete Christ Message, how dif- 
ferent their reactions might have been. 


OR INSTANCE, tens of thousands have let 

themselves become atheists because they can 

call attention to the fact that Christ in the Gos- 

pels said to His disciples quite plainly in sub- 

stance: “I tell you there are those here who 
shall not taste of death until I come.” 

These cosmic illiterates have argued: “Christ 
Himself said that, and yet we know that His 
disciples did taste of death without Him arriv- 
ing to fulfill His promises. If, therefore, Christ 
spake these apparent lies and false promises and 
prophecies, how can we believe that any of His 
words or preachments were true?” 


What these pitiable illiterates have not known—because 
the early church fathers deleted it in order to enhance their 
own temporal powers—was that the Master taught, and was 
Himself the greatest exponent in history, of Reincarnation. 
When that fact is fully understood, all these apparent con- 
tradictions in Holy Writ assume quite a different aspect. 


The early church fathers tried desperately to strike out 
all the sacred “hocus-pocus” about Reincarnation, because the 
popes of the early church would not long have kept any hold 
upon the populace if the latter understood fully that one 
mortal man on the throne of Rome had precious little to 
say about whether a person’s soul went up or down when it 
left the mortal envelop—and that men and women came 
back into earthly life again and again despite the Pope, in- 
stead of winging away in all cases to Infinite Heights of 
Spirit. 

The story of the Transfiguration is naught but a living 
witness to this most pertinent of earthly truths. Speaking 
to Peter of John the Baptist, Jesus said most distinctly: “But, 
I say unto you that Elias 7s come again.” in other words, 
that Elias is come into mortal life again in the body that 
you recognize, or identify, as John the Baptist. Not under- 
standing just what the Transfiguration meant, and holding 
that this splendorful episode could not be cut out without 
somehow detracting from the glory of the Christ Himself, 
the early editors of sacred writ left the Transfiguration in 
the gospels and thereby exposed their other malicious cut- 
tings. The disciples on the Mount of Transfiguration had 
the evidence of their senses that Moses and the other patri- 
archs were alive in more infinite dimensions of Matter. 


Practically all of the phenomena of the Christ life, the 


Transfiguration, even His words to the dying thief on the 
cross beside Him, make the highest kind of sense when we 
accredit that men and women do come back into earthly bod- 
ies without tasting of death in their sentient selves. 

True, their bodies die and are abandoned. But instead 


‘of evolving out of earth conditions, away into detached areas 


of subliminal consciousness that have nothing to do with 
earth, these servants and preachers of the gospel age came 
back again and again into mortal conditions, and carried on 
the work of “witnessing” to the nations the true import of 
the Master’s Doctrine. Over and over we have found the 
same disciples appearing as great leaders in history. 

Thus there was no false prophecy in what the Master 
said when He gave His disciples their Gospel 
Age directions. They did not “taste of death” 
in their sentient souls at any time, and have re- 
turned again and again, generation on genera- 
tion, in different bodies and roles, to play their 


parts in carrying forward the cosmic Christ Pro- 
gram. 


HE GOSPEL Age, therefore, has been 
nothing but a “refining time,” a time of 
exposition of true Christ characters, disclosing 
their eligibility to be here and function when 
, the true and ultimate Christ Order arrives. They 
will reincarnate again and “reign with Him 
for a thousand years”—that is, help instigate 
and carry on His government—when He makes 
his long-awaited personal appearance to set up His govern- 
ment on the debris of this satanic chaos, 

Unless we accept that this is true, then the Transfigura- 
tion story is meaningless. If there be those who refuse to 
accredit that Reincarnation is a fact of mortal life, let them 
undertake to explain how there are quite sane people func- 
tioning in earthly bodies today who remember definitely 
their former lives. And in proof that they so remember, 
some of them can actually speak languages fluently that men 
no longer use or are taught in any school or university. 

The editor of this journal is one of these, and has so 
demonstrated on several occasions before reliable witnesses. 

If we accept that this is true, then a hundred seeming 
paradoxes and contradictions in the gospels, and in the Mas- 
ter’s speakings, become utterly intelligible. 

Now to use this premise for a deeper consideration of 
Revelation. 


HE BOOK tells fantastically and symbolically of a 
series of uncanny happenings supposed to occur as this 
Gospel-Age period of testing and identifying draws toward 
its close. It speaks of a great contest that is imminent be- 
tween the Sons of Light—so identified and proven—and the 
Sons of Darkness, followers of “the dragon,” and in the 
Twelfth Chapter of Revelation, this “dragon” is quite clear- 
ly identified. 
In the 7th verse of this chapter we read: 
7 And there was war in heaven: Michal and his angels 


fought against the dragon and the dragon fought, and his 
angels, 

8 And prevailed not; neither was their place found any- 
more in heayen. 

9 And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, 
called the Devil, and Satan, which deceived the whole 
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world; he was cast out into the earth, and his angels were 
cast out with him. 

No one should deny that in these three verses the identi- 
ty of the dragon is clearly established, “that old serpent, 
called the Devil, and Satan, which deceived the whole 
world.” In other words, the Spirit of Incarnate Evil. This 
point is important. It clearly distinguishes between the 
“dragon” and the “beast.” With this point clearly estab- 
lished and remembered, let us turn to the Thirteenth Chap- 


ter. 


ee he we reprint for the benefit of those who may 
not have their Bibles handy when reading this article, 
this all-important Thirteenth Chapter. For we maintain, 
without the slightest fanaticism, that the Thirteenth Chap- 
ter of Revelations makes a direct reference to what is going 
forward at the present time in both Russia and these United 
States as expressed in its pernicious economic aspects in the 
mischievous, insincere, and imbecilic N-R-A program, in 
treating with which we should have our sacred cues always 
uppermost in mind. 

The methods being taken to rehabilitate the United 
States under the National Recovery Act are part of the last 
antics of “the Beast of Revelation” and as such should be 


recognized, 
Let us read until we grasp the hook-up— 


AN? I stood upon the sand of the sea, and saw a beast rise up out of 
the sea, having seven heads and ten horns, and upon his horns ten 

crowns, and upon his heads the name of blasphemy. 

2 And the beast which I saw was like unto a leopard, and his feet were 

as the feet of a bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a lion; and the 

dragon gave him his power and his seat, and great authority. 

3 And I saw one of his heads, as it were, wounded to death; and his 

deadly wound was healed; and all the world wondered after the beast. 

4 And they worshipped the dragon which gave power unto the beast: 

and they worshipped the beast saying, Who is like unto the beast; who 

is able to make war with him? 

5 And there was given him a mouth speaking great things and blas- 

phemies, and power was given unto him to continue forty and two months. 

6 And he opened his mouth in blasphemy against God, to blaspheme 

his name and his tabernacle, and them that dwell in heaven. 

7 And it was given unto him to make war with the saints, and to over- 

come them: and power was given to him over all kindreds, and tongues, 

and nations, 

8 And all that dwell upon the earth shall worship him, whose names 

are not written in the book of life of the Lamb slain from the founda- 

tion of the world. 

9 If any man have an ear, let him hear. 

10 He that leadeth into captivity shall go into captivity: he that killeth 

with the sword must be killed with the sword. Here is the patience and 

faith of the saints. 

11 And I beheld another beast coming up out of the earth; and he had 

two horns like a lamb, and he spake as a dragon. 

12 And he exerciseth all the power of the first beast before him, and 

causeth the earth and them which dwell therein to worship the first beast, 

whose deadly wound was healed. 

13 And he doeth great wonders, so that he maketh fire come down 

from heaven on the earth in the sight of men. 

14 And deceiveth them that dwell on the earth by the means of those 

miracles which he had power to do in the sight of the beast; saying to 

them that dwell on the earth, that they should make an image unto the 

beast, which had the wound by a sword, and did live. 

15 And he had power to give life unto the image of the beast, that the 

image of the beast should both speak, and cause that as many as would not 

worship the image of the beast should be killed. 

16 And he causeth all, both small and great, rich and poor, free and 

bond, to receive a mark in their hand, or in their foreheads;

17 And that no man might buy or sell, save he that had the mark, or the 
name of the beast, or the number of his name. 

18 Here is wisdom. Let him that hath understanding count the num- 
ber of the beast, for it is the number of a man; and his number is Six 
hundred threescore and six. 


S° MUCH for the Thirteenth Chapter. Now let us do a 
little conjecturing, based on some strange “coincidences” 
—or what skeptical people might term coincidences—be- 
tween the incidents described and episodes of note in our 
world of the present. 


The dragon, or Spirit of Incarnate Evil, we have already 
had defined for us in the preceding chapter. But the “beast” 
seems to have been a different creature, to have arisen out 
of the sea, having seven heads, and ten horns, and upon his 
horns ten crowns, and upon his heads the name of blasphemy. 

Do not these implications give us our cues for identify- 
ing atheistic Communism, sponsored, staffed, and executed 
by international Jewry? 


HE “arising out of the sea” might readily be a symbol- 
ism for the recruiting of Communist ranks from the 
peoples of all nations, the common oceans of the earth al- 
ways standing for Internationalism, as well as the desire on 
the part of the beast to profit from international commerce. 
You cannot have a beast without paws, and in this case 
we are told he had the feet of a bear—or foundations that 
partook of the bear. Is it rationalizing, or overdrawing the 
picture, to call attention to atheistic Communism with its 
feet, or foundation, represented by the Russian Bear? Cer- 
tainly it is planted firmly in Russia, and standing there, turns 
its tusks to the world. 

The “mouth of the lion” is also easy to descry. The Eng- 
lish language, or symbolically “the mouth of the British 
lion,” is spoken by nearly 200 millions of people—the pre- 
dominant language of the world and therefore the language 
used predominantly by the beast in consummating its inter- 
national spoliations. 

When we investigate what could have been meant by the 
seven heads and the ten horns, however, we come to still 
more startling comparisons. 

How many people are aware that the United States of 
Soviet Russia—the U. S. S. R.—are made of seven con- 
stituent republics? They are— 

1 The Russian Socialist Federated Soviet Republic 
The White Russian Soviet Socialist Republic 
The Ukranian Soviet Socialist Republic 
The Transcaucasian Socialist Federal Republic 
The Turkoman Socialist Soviet Republic 
The Usbek Socialist Soviet Republic 
The Tajikistan Socialist Soviet Republic 

Here then is the Communist “beast,” drawing its incum- 
bents of Soviet officialdom from other countries, most of 
them overseas (276 Soviet officials, for instance, being Jews 
from New York’s East Side) and thus fulfilling the vision 
of “the beast that came up from the sea.” It has seven 
heads—being the seven Soviet Socialist Republics. But as if 
this were not enough, consider in addition the ten horns, and 
on each of the ten horns a crown! 

Is it a mere coincidence that in the Soviet Politbureau, 
that Inner Council which controls and directs the aforesaid 
Seven Heads of the Communist Beast, there are exactly ten 
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men and no more? 

This Politbureau zs Sovietism. It includes Stalin 
and the Chairman of the People’s Commissars. Of course it 
formerly included Lenin—“the head wounded into death” 
—instead of Stalin. 

These men are, in a manner of speaking, kingly—or 
possessed of crowns symbolically—in their power to rule 
with absolute autocracy over the great foul beast of atheistic 
Communism. 

What analogy could be clearer? 

Did the Soviet instigators copy their definite figures from 
the Book of Revelation, or was the Book of Revelation 
definite in what it recorded of these times of the present? 


F THE mouth “speaking great things and blasphemies 
against God” we do not have to emphasize. Jewish- 
Communistic Sovietism is too well known for its atheistic 
debaucheries. But the 11th verse of the Thirteenth Chapter 
offers a still more startling disclosure: “And I beheld another 
beast coming up out of the earth: and he had two horns 
like a lamb, and he spake as a dragon.” 

What better identification and stigmatism of the Lamb 
of Judah could be called up, than this second beast with two 
horns, that also speaks as the dragon—or Spirit of Incarnate 
Evil? 

Judah moves among the people of earth as a harmless- 
appearing lamb, or rather, as a wolf in sheep’s clothing. If 
we look for the symbolism of the two horns, we shall find 
them glaringly enough: the division of the globe by the 
Great International Cahilla for its purposes of governing all 
other peoples, into the Eastern and Western Hemispheres 
with its carefully-knit political organizations, starting with 
its “Sponsors” for each hemisphere and running the gamut 
of officialdom down through its Arch-Censors, Arch-Minis- 
ters, etc., all “speaking as the dragon”. . 

The thirteenth verse certainly bears out this identifica- 
tion, for secular evidence discloses to us that this second 
Beast of Judah in form of a Lamb “exerciseth all the power 
of the first beast before him, and causeth the earth and them 
which dwell therein to worship the first beast, whose deadly 
wound was healed.” 

Do we not behold the Lamb of Judah everywhere ex- 
ercising the power of Communistic Bolshevism, and doing 
all in its power to cause the earth and them which dwell 


therein to worship the first beast—or Spirit of Incarnate 
Evil? 


EAD TOO the fourteenth and fifteenth verses in the 
light of this identification. Is not the Lamb of Judah 
doing these things day unto day, setting up worshippers to the 
beast of atheistic Sovietism all over the earth and maneuver- 
ing “that all those who would not worship the image of the 
first beast should be killed?” Think of Russia alone with her 
1,674,000 butchered Gentiles, 
But it is the sixteenth verse that sobers us and brings 
home the accuracy of this Biblical prophecy— 


16 And he (the Lamb of Judah) causeth all, both small 
and great, rich and poor, free and bond, to receive a mark 
in their right hand, or in their forehead; 

17 And that no man might buy or sell, save he that had 
the mark, or the name of the beast, or the number of his 
name. 


Is it not true that the Lamb of Judah, or international 
Jewry, having so divided the world into hemispheres and 
appointed its racial political machine to function in each, has 
now reached that place where it is designating who shall buy 
or sell, and bestowing a “mark” on those who may buy or 
sell with its permission, in the form of the Soviet Seal— 
whether it take the form of the official Politbureau appoint- 
ment, as in U-S-S-R, or the form of the Soviet Blue Eagle 
in the so-called National Industrial Recovery Act in the 
United States of America? 

Is it not something to contemplate with awe? 

Certainly we know that in these United States the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act was originated by Jews, it 
was and is strengthened in its practical and workaday aspects 
by Jews dominating the Administration, it is Jewish trades- 
men who are giving it such hysterical acclaim so that if you 
wish to pick out a Jewish shop or industry on any business 
street in America you need only to cast your eye about for 
the most blatant display of Blue Eagle placards on plate- 
glass—you need not look for the signboard to discover that 
the store is conducted by a Blumenthal or Finklestein. 

The Mark of the Beast, indeed! What matter if it be on 
the hand (commercialism) or upon the forehead (intellect- 
ual affirmation and acquiescence )—is not its significance and | 
potency the same? 

Lastly, we come to a discovery still more thought pro- ` 
voking. 


E ARE told over and over that the “beast” is a man, 

and the number of the beast is the number of a man, | 

and that power should be given him over forty and two 

months. We are further informed that the man’s number 
was, or is, 666. 

If we want to look for specific identification of an in- 
dividual, the man who actualized “the beast with the seven 
heads and ten horns,” what about Lenin? 

If we can at all depend on press reports, was it not ap- ' 
proximately forty-two months from the setting up of the | 
Third International in Moscow under Lenin—to raise the | 
image of the beast by force and violence throughout the 
earth “and against the saints”—to the physical death of that — 
pernicious gentlemen in January, 1924? 

And if we should want more definite proof, consider 
the significancies of Numerology. 

Those at all adept in Numerology will recognize that 
any number can be identified by the sum of all its digits. 
That is, if Lenin’s number is symbolized as 666, it is tanta- 
mount to saying that his “number” entotal, is three times 
six, or eighteen. Adding again the digits in 18, we get mine! 

If the number of the Man personifying the beast, is Nine - 
by the above numerological reasoning, suppose that we cast 
up Lenin’s name in both English and Russian. What do we | 
discover? See the equation for yourself—

Is the Machinery of Sovietism 
Being Set Up in America? 


HAT is the so-called Industrial Recov- 
ery campaign? Is it not a mock tour- 
nament in which the people of the Unit- 
ed States are to gallop away on wild 
horses to joust at windmills? 

It is no time to be merry. The 
serious aspects of present developments 
—in Washington and elsewhere—are 
too apparent. The fires of revolution, 
first raging in Russia, are spreading 
over 60 countries of the world. But 
because revolution sometimes progres- 

ses without physical violence, unenlightened people do not 

always recognize it for that which it is. 

Let us understand clearly that world revolution appears 
in two forms. It is most often seen and labeled when it is 
advanced or accomplished by force, violence, terror, murder, 
assassination, rioting, bomb explosions, fire, upheaval and 
destruction. 

In its second form it depends for its initiation upon leg- 
islative measures, which are adopted by means of visible in- 
tensive pressure—the pressure of intimidation, agitation and 
propaganda, 


OMMUNISM as it appeared in Soviet Russia in 1917 
was merely a throw-back to a prehistoric, if not a pre- 
human, state of affairs. It was ushered in with the Red Ter- 
ror. Its motive and motif was the actualizing of Collectiv- 
ism in political and economic affairs. 

Now Collectivism matures, as Communism is set up, in 
any country. And yet even a bird with food in its claws 
manifests some inclination to retain its right to personal pos- 
session. 

This points an index finger at the embryonic theory of 
private property. The instinct of possession was born as 
part and parcel of the instinct to self-preservation. Both 
have their bases in solicitude for offspring. The Declara- 
tion of Independence, the Constitution of the United States, 
the Bill of Rights—these from the beginning in America 
have thrown safeguards around the individual in his desire 
to have and to hold property privately. 

To look at Soviet Russia, however, is to see a land which 
has accomplished the abolition of private property, but which 
in addition has attained to state control of labor, religion, and 
social relations. Government by decrees has taken place 
of government by laws. Irresponsible oligarchy surrounds 
itself with cycles and epicycles of Communist control. 

We have come to know these cordons of Communist 
power by such terms as Political Bureau, Presidium, Central 
Control Committee, Council of People’s Commissars, and 


other names equally startling in their significances to liberty- 
loving Americans. 

To witness in the United States legislation by pressure, 
administration by decree, formation of super-cabinets, spe- 
cialization committees, recovery boards, advisory machinery, 
bodies to administer codes, planning councils, aides to coun- 
cils, deputies and deputy-deputies, divisions of conclusions 
arrived at by alien analysts, draws an appalling semi-parallel 
with conditions as they now exist in the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics, more commonly called Soviet Russia! 


ET US face the stark and naked truth about what is oc- 
curring clandestinely right here in the United States at 
present, undermining and emasculating our duly constituted 
forms of government as set up by the forefathers and under 
which the United States grew to become a great and pros- 
perous nation. Consider these parallels— 

The Union of Soviet Socialist Republics is made up of 
seven constituents republics. The American Union is made 
up of 48 States and the District of Columbia. 

The two most powerful offices in Russia are those of 
Stalin, the Communist Dictator, and The Chairman of the 
Council of People’s Commissars. The latter office is filled, 
emptied, and refilled, too often to stigmatize any one man 
as its effective incumbent. Molotov occupied the office with 
world-wide attention. 

Stalin has been designated as The Man of Steel. He is 
more persistently flint-hearted and ruthless than was Lenin, 
the instigator and master of the revolution of 1917. 

The decrees and ukases of these men are absolute. Any 
forms of popular assemblages are but empty form when the 
wills of these twin autocrats are crossed. 

Power in America is suddenly beginning to be manifested 
within similarly narrowed human confines, in this so-called 
“recovery” era. 


RANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT and Bernard Baruch’s 
Man-Friday, General Johnson, are commencing to wield 
comparative control in these United States. It is becoming 
the power to give and the power to take away. It is Blanket 
Power—executive outweighing legislative and judicial pow- 
er—federal control exceeding States’ rights and local au- 
tonomy—power not tested by decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States—power hitherto unknown in America 
under the Constitution. 

As it is slowly growing in arrogance and ruthlessness, 
it is showing itself as Depression Power—power accruing 
through the increasing distress and panic of the populace. 

To talk still more bluntly, it is Dictatorial Power in the 
country of Abraham Lincoln and Patrick Henry, of Robert 
E. Lee and John Marshall, of Benjamin Franklin and An- 
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drew Jackson, of The American Legion and the Silver Shirts! 

Ten men in Soviet Russia comprise the Political Bureau 
of the Central Committee of the Communist Party, which is 
the core of party dictatorship. Frequently it is referred to 
as the Politbureau. It includes Stalin and the Chairman of 
the Council of People’s Commissars. 


This Politbureau controls and dictates— 

1—The Soviet Government which carries out the policies laid down 
by the Politbureau and administers the affairs of Soviet Russia. 

2—The Comitern, or Communist International, which is the vehicle 
for the dissemination of revolutionary propaganda and directs and stimu- 
lates revolutionary action throughout the world. 


The Politbureau is all-powerful. It decides major pol- 
icies and appointments to be carried out by government 
officials. 

We maintain without the slightest show of timidity or 
bias, that a “recovery” President is allowing a Politbureau to 
be set up in the United States! 

Of course, for variety’s sake, not to mention camouflage, 
it is not called a Politbureau. It goes by the anti-American 
name of Super-Cabinet. And here is the strange “coinci- 
dence.” It also has ten men in it, exactly like the Politbureau 
of Soviet Russia. 

If word would reach us that the United States was soviet- 
ized, or thoroughly “recoverized,” these ten men of the 
Super-Cabinet could merely adjourn and pronounce them- 
selves a Soviet Politbureau. They could go right along and 
run the country as Soviet Russia is being conducted at present. 

Let us never, for a moment overlook, or lose sight of, 
this fact in all of this current hallaballoo for the Emergency 
Measures necessary to bring this nation back to its economic 
affluence of 1928. 


HE SUPER-CABINET in the United States directs the 
Recovery Program. And so supine has Congress and 
the American people become, under the anesthesia poured 
into the national bloodstream by a censored and controlled 
press, that the country seems willing to hand over its free- 
man’s rights to these men so long as they promise a restitu- 
tion of Prosperity. By name and rank the list reads— 
1—Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, Industrial Recovery Administrator 
2—Lewis D. Douglas, Budget Director 
3—Jesse Jones, Chairman of the R-F-C 
4—Henry Morgantheau, Jr., Head of the Farm Credit Board 
5—William Stevenson, Head of the Federal Home Loan Board 
6—Goeorge N. Peek, Agricultural Adjustment Head 
7—Harry Hopkins, Federal Relief Administrator 
8—Dr. Arthur M. Morgan, Head Tennessee Valley Authority 
9—Joseph B. Eastman, Railroad Coordinator 
10—Robert Fetchner, Director U-S Forestry Corps. 

Now to turn back a moment to Soviet Russia: The Coun- 
cil of People’s Commissars is akin to our Cabinet. The Com- 
munist Party is a minority group, but it controls the Soviet 
government and the Communist International, often called 
the Third International. 

The Democratic Party would not recognize its foreshort- 
ened shadow in the noontide of publicity it feels scorching 
upon it! 

The Presidium in Soviet Russia is closely affiliated with 
the Politbureau. When the Tzik, or Central Executive Com- 
mittee, is not sitting, supreme authority is vested in the 
Presidium. The Tzik or Central Executive Committee 
meets thrice yearly to “legislate.” It is a joint body of two 
parliamentary chambers, which also function separately. 


The Council of the Union has 469 members, chosen from 
delegates of the Seven Republics in proportion to their pop- 
ulation—something strangely like our House of Representa- 
tives. The Council of Nationalities has 138 members, five 
from each republic and one from each autonomous area ir- 
respective of size. 

The Presidium, which is the supreme power when the 
Central Executive Committee or joint body is not meeting, 
has 27 members—nine designated by each Council and nine 
by the joint body. 

We hurl the challenge to successful contradiction that 
the United States as at present distressed, emasculated, and 
debauched, is copying Stalin’s policies! 


If it is not doing so, why did it hurry through its legis- 


lative sessions, scuttle Congress, rush it out of the Capital, 
and set up a Presidium to stay in Washington all summer? 


E the Presidium in Soviet Russia, the Washington 
Presidium has three sections—the Industrial Advisory 
Committee, the Labor Advisory Committee, and a joint 
group, the Consumer’s Advisory Committee. The names 
and affliations of the men and women on these Committees 
will be the subject of separate treatment in a future issue of 
this journal. 


The All-Union Congress of Soviets meets once every 


two years to “ratify” governmental activities. The Congress 
of the United States is obviously headed toward this rubber- 
stamp function also. 

Dr. Raymond Moley—erstwhile theorist from the Jew- 


ish-dominated Columbia University, enjoying Soviet prom- 


inence in Washington—declares: 

“We are coming to a continuation of commissions, commissions to 
develop ideas and policies and to formulate the ideals of the public wholly 
outside of our representative system, Legislatures will then become rub- 
ber-stamps to pass these measures.” 


What 
is wrong with our Constitutional form of government that 
ideas and policies cannot originate where they have hitherto 
originated, with the representatives of the people? Who says 
we must be governed by Commissions, and for what mis- 
chievous purposes that perhaps are not accomplishable by 
our Constitutional forms of representative government?

N-I-R-A intimidation is not American and is 
not Constitutional! 

We are taking this opportunity to make a blan- 
ket answer to the many telegrams and urgent let- 
ters which have come in to GHQ asking, “What 
stand shall we take in regard to the N-R-A ” 

A Typical letter follows: 

“I am a naturalized citizen of the U. S., sworn 
to uphold and defend with my life, my fortune 
and, above all, my Sacred honor, the Constitu- 
tion which guarantees that no citizen shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property except by due 
process of law. 

“This proposed boycott against non-signers of 
the N. R. A. code violates that Constitutional 
safeguard which can only be Constitutionally re- 
pealed in the manner prescribed for repeal of 
any of its provisions, 

“I have always practiced the Golden Rule in 
all my relations with my “neighbors.” I resent 
the implication that I have mot done my part, 
or that a Soviet vulture’s scream can frighten me 
from allegiance to American principles.
